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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicants' arguments in the remarks have been considered but not convincing. 
The sizes and dimensions of the rotor 4 and friction material 3 disclosed by Okayama et 
al. (US 6,620,860) are proportional for a typical disk brake used in a vehicle. 

The claims are directed to a disk brake wherein the ratio B/R between the radial 
extent B of lining 32 and radius R of rotor 8 is less than 0.38. 

Okayama et al. disclosed in fig. 3 and col. 6, lines 13-25 wherein the ratio is 0.30 
(rotor diameter is 60 and width of brake lining is 10) which is less than 0.38, wherein the 
radial extent of the brake lining (read form the x-axis, horizontal) is 10 and the radius of 
the rotor is 30. The dimensions of the brake lining and the size of the rotor clearly show 
the relationship between the rotor and the brake lining, since the brake lining cannot be 
too small or too large with respect to the size of the rotor in order to provide effective 
braking, that is why Okayama et al. didn't picked or selected any sizes and dimensions 
for the rotor and the brake lining of the disclosure in fig. 3. As for the parameters such 
as braking torque and modulus of elasticity are based on the composition of the material 
being used. 

This clearly reads on the claim language. See Fig. 3 of Okayama et al. as shown 

below.
